He 
then denounced the opposition political parties "which 
do not want to serve the interests of the people but rather 
foreign interests," before criticizing Spain, accusing it 
of interfering in the country’s internal affairs, and of 
blocking international aid for Equatorial Guinea.” "The 
democratic process is irreversible," he added, "but it 
must come from Equatorial Guineans themselves and 
not from outside." 


The relations between Equatorial Guinea, which became 
independent in 1968, and its former colonial power 
have been going through a new period of tension since 
the multiparty municipal elections on 17 September. 
President Obiang has accused Spain of supporting the 
Opposition, and of publishing falsified results. 

During the French-Spanish summit in the Spanish cap- 
ital on 9-10 October, Spanish Foreign Affairs Minis- 
ter Javier Solana said that Madrid and Paris "positively 
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judged the development of the electoral campaign for 
the recent municipal elections," but were "disappointed 
in the way the Equatorial Guinean Government orga- 
nized the counting of the votes, and the publication of 
the results."

Factions opposed to Aidid charge that the general has 
been taxing exported banana cargo to finance operations 
of his “illegal government." But in retaliation, the 
banana exporting companies have also organised a 
systematic closure of all Mogadishu port operations, 
through which most food and other commodity imports 
enter the country. 


Prices for basic food necessitizs such as rice, cooking 
oil, flour, maize and millet went up on Saturday by 
17 percent, while fuel costs rocketted by 20 percent in 
Mogadishu’s main markets. Terrified food store owners 
have either closed up shop or curtailed the amount of 
food sold daily.

(FBIS Transcribed Text] When Nelson Mandela was re- 
leased from prison and began his career as a statesman, 
he concentrated on building a cordial relationship with 
the United States. He had a ticker-tape parade in New 
York, and was welcomed to the White House; Al Gore, 
the Vice-President, attended his presidential inaugura- 
tion and Washington extended generous aid to South 
Africa. However, there are signs that this crucial rela- 
tionship is deteriorating fast. 

Things started to go wrong when, as a result of South 
African pirating of American trademarks during the 
years of economic isolation, Washington placed South 
Africa on a trade watch list. That this happened almost 
automatically because South Africa had, for example, 
allowed two fast-food companies to use the McDonald’s 
trademark illicitly, was lost on Franklin Sonn, the 
Ambassador to the United States, who railed against 
"American imperialism", and won no friends in Newt 
Gingrich’s Washington. 


Next came the decision by R. F. "Pik" Botha, the 
Mineral and Energy Affairs Minister, to offer Iran oil 
storage facilities in South Africa despite the American 
ban on such deals. Mr Botha a previous envoy to 
the United Nations, should have known how little 
Washington appreciates its Middle East policy being 
destabilised, but he appears to have signed the deal 
without any thought about its repercussions. 


Last weekend, South Africa hosted a conference of 
solidarity with Cuba in protest against the American 
trade blockade, and assembled delegations from ten 
surrounding states in a virtual fete of anti-Americanism. 
This was organised by the South African Communist 
Party and attended by many ministers and leading ANC 
personalities such as Tokyo Sexwale, the Prime Minister 
of Gauteng province. 


Mr Sexwale announced the twinning of Gauteng, which 
includes Johannesburg and Pretoria, with Havana 
province and declared that if Cuba were to go down, 
that would be the end of South Africa. Washington 
can hardly afford to ignore such talk, given that Mr 
Sexwale is seen as one of the main contenders to 
succeed President Mandela. 


On top of this comes the dispute over an American court 
case about the massive violations of Washington's arms 
export controls by South Africa during the 1980s. Mr 
Sonn has accused America of trying to "put Mandela 
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in the dock" and has demanded that President Clinton 
should unconstitutionally intervene to quash the charges. 
The envoy has also issued threats such as calling a 
meeting of all African ambassadors over the "crisis" in 
relations between America and South Africa and, worst 
of all, has threatened to take his case to black America, 
Suggesting that he might join next week’s march on 
Washington by Louis Farrakhan’s Nation of Islam. 


The ambassador, who probably reached his appropriate 
level as head of a Cape Town technical college, seems 
to have no inkling of what rage is invoked in the United 
States by playing the racial card and that anyone who 
even threatens to consort with the likes of Mr Farrakhan 
is tainted for ever. 


Part of the problem is that Alfred Nzo, the Foreign 
Minister, is widely regarded as not being up to his 
job. Thabo Mbeki, the First Deputy President who had 
been the ANC’s foreign minister in exile, is believed 
to have agreed to Mr Nzo’s appointment only because 
it had allowed him to continue to pull the strings 
through Aziz Pahad, the Deputy Foreign Minister. The 
resulting weakness of leadership has left inexperienced 
ambassadors such as Mr Sonn without much guidance. 


The real fear is that Washington might react to the 
downward drift in relations with South Africa by being 
reluctant to provide badly needed investment.

At the same time its assessment 
does not spare other partners in the GNU from hard-

The assessment asks probing questions bout the rea- 
sons for the high crime rate, the National Party’s [NP] 
strategy and the challenges that all of this poses for the 
ANC. 


A significant pest of the assessment, contained in a 
discussion document, examines the degree with which 
the ANC-led GNU has succeeded in democratising key 
"centres of power” in the country. And despite strong 
speculation recently that President Nelson Mandela was 
contemplating reshuffling his cabinet, there is nothing 
in the document which points to a possible shake-up 
in government. Instead, the assessment describes the 
performance by miristers as “exceptional”. 

A summary of the assessment, while still in the dis- 
cussion stage, has already been debated in the ANC’s 
national executive committee (NEC). The assessment 
has also been sent down into the organisation’s regions 
and branches for further debate. 


NEW NATION has acquired a copy of the discussion 
document containing the assessment, which points to 
a number of revealing interpretations of events in the 
country. 


It locates the assessment of the GNU against the 
backdrop of “the situation inherited after the elections, 
and the near miraculous transition without massive 
violence and dislocation.” 


"On a broader scale,” the discussion document says, 
“the ravages of apartheid (stare) us starkly in the face: 
massive unemployment, homelessness, poverty and a 
structural crisis of the economy.” 


While the NP tends to argue that this legacy is irrelevant 
to the performance oi government, the ANC believes 
the exact opposite is true. In its discussion paper, the 
ANC goes a step further and poses a revealing question 
by asking what role criminals, recruited into the security 
forces to fight the liberation movements during the days 
of struggle, <-ere playing in the current crime wave. 


With the transformation from apartheid brought about 
through constitutional means, Parliament and the execu- 
tive occupy a central focus in the assessment. The ANC 
is satisfied that it has made “much headway” in develop- 
ing a culture of openness in the workings of Parliament. 
This is evident from the work of the portfolio commit- 
tees established in Parliament. 
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Cabinet ministers and senior public officials have been 
hauled before these committees where th y have been 
called on to explain almost anything from reasons for 
secret spending to justification for policy changes. Pub- 
lic participation through these committees in policy f~.- 
mulation and legislative changes have been significantly 
enhanced. 


But in spite of the progress towards openness, “there are 
central issues that are undermining the legitimacy and 
effectiveness of the legislatures,” the discussion docu- 
ment says. It complains that the legislative programme 
is ad hoc and there is not enough for Parliament to show 
in terms of actual work done. 


The discussion paper also concedes that the parliamen- 
tary programme is “disorganised” a: asks: "Do we 
have a set of priorities and a clear idea of what we 
want to achieve in a given time frame"? 1 also poses 
the nagging question relating to the practical difficulty 
of preserving the elaborate consultative process while 
at the same time ensuring that that does not slow down 
the urgent task of developing a legislative framework 
for transformation. 


While there is recognition of the openness in parliament, 
the ANC nevertheless remains concerned that there are 
perceptions that the organisation has not effectively used 
the institution as a “tribune of the peple”. It adds 
that other parties seem to be using p«liament more 
creatively to delay transformation. 


Although the ANC does not offer examples of how this 
is being achieved, there has been concern at the manner 
in which the NP and Freedom Front recently used Par- 
liament and the courts to delay progress in processing 
important legislation necessary for the transformation of 
education. 

The ANC’s assessment of the Cabinet is not vastly dif- 
ferent. While recognising that ‘there have been excep- 
tional performances by ministers and MECs [members 
of the Executive Council]", the ANC says their work 
lacks strategic coherence. This suggests that a cabinet 
reshuffle, motivated by concerns that certain ministries 
were performing unsatisfactorily, is uniikely. If changes 
are brought about, these are likely io focus on achieving 
Strategic coherence within the cabinet. And the recent 
establishment of a cabinet committee to manage eco- 
nomic change could be the first step in this direction. 


Any major restructuring, if needed, will be implemented 
to increase co-ordination among all ministries rather 
than change the ministers themselves. It also “needs a 
Clear idea about the role of the RDP [Reconstruction 
and Development Program] Office: the balance between 
planning, monitoring and implementation, and how it 
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relates to other ministries in a mutually supportive way”, 
the ANC discussion paper says. 

The ANC is also critical of the effectiveness with which 
provincial adminisirations have worked with central 
government. 


"One of the major weaknesses of the current period 
is the perception of disjuncture between national and 
provincial governments,” the ANC’s assessment says. 
Lack of capacity in the provinces to ensure smooth 
governauce and adequate delivery is listed as another 
weakness by the discussion document. 
Constitutional limitations are also cited as potentially 
dangerous to the extent that they can paralyse gover- 
nance. But the ANC believes that its proposal on co- 
Operative governance, which it hopes will be included in 
the final constitution, will alleviate the problem associ- 
tral and provincial governments. In terms of the ANC 
proposal, provincial governments will, through a coun- 
cil of provinces, play a much more meaningful role in 
government. 
For now, the ANC’s discussion document says “it is 
‘al to sination | ional 
and provincial governments” especially in regions where 
the ANC holds the majority. 
The ANC <ocument also says there is some doubt 
about the extent to which the new government can 
claim the loyalty of the security forces and the civil 
service. Reflecting on the civil service, the document 
says progress iu building a loyal and coumnitted public 
service remains a “drop in the ocean”. 
As for the security forces, the “South African Police 
Union (Sapu) strike; difficulties in obtaining information 
from intelligence structures, mindset problems in the 
SANDF [South African National Defense Force]” casts 
doubt on the extent to which the loyalty of these 
institutions have been won over", the discussion paper 
says. 


It acknowledges that while some advances in the army, 
police, and civil service have been achieved, 
largely because of the sunset clauses in the interim 
constitution, signs of reargaard resistance are beginning 
to show. This could offer the NP and the Inkatha 
Freedom Party (IFP) the opportunity to mobilise these 
institutions behind them. 


Another factor against efforts to secure the 
loyalty of the security forces is the legacy inherited from 
NP rule. The discussion document points out that the 
“NP has concentrated its security forces on suppressing 
the liberation mow~ent and neglected ordinary crime”. 
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In instances where police were used to fight crime, their 
efforts were focused mainly on white areas. It adds 
that the security forces were “scanualously exploited 
and lacked motivation". They were forced to work long 


One of the recommendations listed for consideration 
by the ANC in the document suggests that there is a 
need to seriously examine programmes to ‘wild highly 
professional, mobile and loyal units that will defend the 
democratic order in the event of crises. 

At the same time, it recommends that the ANC and the 
mass democratic movement (MDM) in general should 
assume the responsibility of mobilising black youth 
for regular SANDF and SAPS [South African Police 
Service] intakes. 

Without securing the loyalty of the security forces, the 
democratic order will increasingly come under threat 
from rising levels of crime, lawlessness and anarchy. 
[Words indistinct) the discussion document says that 
political tensions in KwaZulu-Natal, the threats by the 
South African Public Service and Health Workers’ 
Union (Sapshwu), Sapu and proiests in the formerly 
coloured areas demonstrate thai the IFP and NP have 
the capacity to “mobilise (openly and surreptitiously) 
against change”. 

It says that the character of some of the acts of 
lawlessness suggests that it is nothing iess than “counter- 
revolutionary mobilisation”. A leadership vacuum in the 
MDM was also being exploited by opportunists, the 
document says as it warns against the middle strata 
mobilising to unseat government. The discussion paper 
Says it must be noted that many of the forces involved in 
counter-revolutionary activity are from the middle strata 
of society. When examined against the fact that some of 
the most destabilising strikes have occurred in sectors 
dominated by nurses, police and studeats, this certainly 
makes sense. 

One of the most disturbing points the assessment 
raises is the possibility of international involvea.cnt in 
the detabilisation of the country. It says the question 
whether some of the problems are being orchest:ated 
with the invoivement of “international anti-democracy 
forces” can no longer be ignored. 

Exploring another dimension to the crime problem, the 
discussion paper says: “What needs serious examination 
is the fact that many criminals were, during the years of 
struggle, recruited by security forces to work against 
the liberation movement. What has hazpeaed to this 
network and to what extent are some of them involved 
in the current wave of crime as part of a deliberate 
strategy of destabilisation?” the ANC’s paper asks.

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Elsewhere in the discussion document, the ANC says 
the NP still tries to use “whatever capacity it has to 
stall the transformation process and the deracialisation 
of South African society”. 


If correct, the ANC’s observations take on worrying 
implications, especially when examined against the 
organisation’s belief tha’ the NP hopes to return to 
power in 1999. 

In its discussion document, the ANC says that “the 
leadership of the NP continues to entertain the notion 
that it will be returned as the majority party or much 
bigger minority in the next *-~cra! election.

While the NP makes no secret about its Gesire to win 
the next election and significantly increase its support 
base during the November local government elections, 
it is the tactics the ANC believes it will employ thut 
generates concern. 

According to the ANC’s analysis, the NP, “in con- 
junction with its surreptitious destabilisation strategy ... 
seeks to portray the ANC as incapable of governing: 
of dealing with crime; improving socio-economic con- 
ditions of the poor; attracting investments and giving 
leadership to economic revival”. 

More disturbing is a suggestion that the “NP uses 
networks built within and outside the country during 
years of apartheid rule for the counter-insurgency ‘total 
strategy’ to achieve this objective”. 

There is ample evidence, especially with the local 
government election campaign gaining momentum, to 
support part of the ANC’s observations. NP leaders 
in the past few days have done exactly as the ANC 
document suggests and blamed President Mandela and 
his party for the high levels of crime and lack of delivery 
on housing, health and education. 

In anticipation of suggestions that it too must accept 
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At the same time the ANC recognises that it needs to 
address some of the organisational weaknesses in its 
structures if it hopes to respond to hostile agendas and 
deepen democratic transformation. 

“The ANC should strengthen unity of the leadership and 
the organisation as a whole around the common strategy 
and tactics adopted at the last national conference, and 
around a strategic vision of what we sock to achieve on 
a step-by-step basis.” This, the ANC says, is the best 
antidote to any temptation io divide the organisation. 
The threat of factions developing within the organisa- 
tion, however, is not as great a danger as that posed 
by the possible degeneration of the ANC into an or- 
ganisation with "no tradition, no cadres grounded in its 
history and pclicy, no systematic education of its mem- 
bers”. Political education will therefore have to remain 
central to its programme of action, the document says. 
In addition it will have to win over whites and any sec- 
tions of the coloured and Indian communities that have 
been led into identifying with its political adversaries. 
On the international front, the ANC says it will have 
to expund and consolidate the global support base for 
the organisation in particular, and more broadly for the 
transformation process.

Miller said on Thursday disputes 
over boundaries for transitional local councils and the 
transitional metropolitan council would be referred to 
the Electoral Court next week. Secondly, it was essential 
the rural local government model proposed by the 
KwaZulu-Natal administration was accepted. Thirdly, 
the provincial committee on local government should 
show total commitment in the months ahead. 

Miller said these provincial committees had been given 
additional powers by amendments to the Transition 
Act, enabling them to "simply destroy any chance of 
having elections on the 27th of March". He said he 
had proposed to Meyer that voter registration be re- 
opened during November to try and boost registration 
percentages, particularly in rural areas. 


KwaZulu-Natal would devise its own election regu- 
lations to suit its particular needs, Miller said. The 
province had been promised R75 million [rands)} for 
the elections, but it needed R132 million to conduct a 
credible poll. 


Miller warned that Thursday’s approval of the Tran- 
sition Act Second Amendment Bill would have seri- 
ous repercussions in KwaZulu- Natal and legal advice 
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would be sought on the matter. The reaction of Meyer 
and Moosa to the province’s problems was disappoint- 
ing, he said. The Democratic Party [DP] in KwaZulu/ 
Natal welcomed the announcement of the date, saying 
the postponement would facilitate a decent, orderly poil. 
"The DP calls on the KwaZulu/Natal government to pro- 
ceed with urgency and put the extra time to good use," 
it said in a statement. "If that is done our province can 
hold an election which would be the envy of all the 
other provinces which are now in free-fall to make 1 
November." The DP welcomed Miller’s proposal that 
voter registration be re-opened for the month of Novem- 
ber.

(FBIS Transcribed Text] What is the cause of the 
present crisis facing the KwaZulu-Natal provincial 
legislature? 

It is important to note that the situation began to worsen 
after the emergence of the 20-point plan drawn up by the 
IFP (Inkatha Freedom Party] (in May this year) stating 
their demands for a provincial constitution. This led to a 
downswing with regard to the perfo?mance of the IFP. 
The fact that the 20-point plan did not come from the 
IFP in the province but from the contingent of the IFP 
in the National Assembly and was actually opposed by 
IFP people in the province who were then taken to task 
by the IFP president Mangosuthu Buthelezi later, was an 
early indication of the problem. After that, in my address 
to the ANC provincial general council (in June), I said 
we must be prepared to accept the fact that peoole are 
saying IFP is failing to govern and that the staging of 
fresh provincial elections may be the only democratic 
and peaceful way of dealing with the situation. 


The IFP at the time reacted quite excitedly and said they 
were going to call for an election by passing a vote of 
no confidence in the provincial government. From then 
on, however, their performance began to fluctuate and 
at the same time it became an open secret that they had 
a problem of passing through a provincial constitution 
and they needed two-thirds majority support. Before the 
last session of the legislature, the IFP said it would call 
for fresh elections and propose a vote of no confidence 
in the provincial government. All the parties in the 
provincial legislature accepted this, but on the eve of 
the event they said it would no longer be so. 


This move was apparently taken to allow for the 
introduction of their green document (on their own 
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Constitutional proposals) as a private member’s motion. 
This was despite an agreement that the matter was to 
be debated the following day. 


The IFP violated the rules of parliament when they 
forced members to debate the issue and there was no 
way that we and other parties would participate in a 
vote which violated the rules. This resulted in a walk 
out. 


The second problem we had to deal with was the at- 
tempt by IFP to weigh its votes in the constitutional 
committee in its favour. But finally, after much debate, 
we were able to reach some agreement on the constitu- 
tional committee. On the question of the Bills concern- 
ing remuneration of His Majesty the King (Goodwill 
Zwelithini) and amakhosi [traditional leaders], we ar- 
gued that the two Bills were sub-judice because of our 
pending court action opposing the Bill. They insisted, 
but even the Speaker could not give a clear judgment on 
this matter — and we refused to participate in a debate 
which was again violating the rules of parliament and 
walked out. 


On a legislative level, with two walk-outs having 
taken place in two weeks, what happens next? 


The legislature is presently adjourned until the next 
Sitting (in November) and an order paper which we will 
receive nearer the time will indicate the kind of issues 
that will be addressed. I am sure if the IFP continues 
to address and treat issues in the same manner as in 
this session, we are heading for a very turbulent and 
Stormy sitting of the legislature. All the parties who 
were willing to co- operate with the IFP are likely to see 
them as making this task impossible. The IFP ensured 
that the last legislature session was a rough and robust 
one and will do the same again. We are ready to take 
them on. 


Are you not concerned that the parliamentary dead- 
lock in the province ..ay lead to increased levels of 
violence? 


Levels of political violence have already increased and 
I must say that the IFP is to blame. After elections last 
year, we were very careful and cautious — we did not 
Call rallies and public meetings to say negative things 
about the IFP. The IFP leader started calling "thanks- 
giving" or victory rallies. These were led by the IFP’s 
national leader who attacked the ANC on various is- 
sues ranging from the role of the King to provincial 
powers. Then we had to debate the issues of the legis- 
lation around the House of Traditional Leaders, which 
we did not agree with because of the manner in which 
the IFP went about introducing the Bill in the legisla- 
ture. We took the IFP to court and the case is pending.

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However, the House was formed and the IFP leader 
elected as chairperson. He stopped holding victory ral- 
lies and instead started calling Imbizos [national gath- 
erings} at which the programme of launching verbal at- 
tacks against the ANC was continued under very tense 
conditions. For example, at an Imbizo held at Umlazi, 
Buthelezi’s own speech was stopped by shootings from 
the crowd. I believe the IFP has raised temperatures po- 
litically and brought about the increase in the levels of 
violence in the province. 


A proposal was recently put to the ANC N’ tional 
Executive Committee by KwaZulu-Natal representa- 
tives for existing parliamentary rules to be changed 
for MPs crossing the floor to other parties to be al- 
lowed to maintain their privileges. Was that proposal 
aimed at accommodating IFP MPs wanting to join 
the ANC in the province? 


The ANC is against the view of crossing of the floor. 
However, it is true that members of minorities who 
joined the IFP in the run-up to the elections, basically 
went there because they viewed the organisation as their 
home and a decent democratic party as it projected 
itself to be. But soon they realised that things were 
not as expected and met wit. a rather autocratic and 
commanding style of running the party activities. They 
were feeling they were in an unacceptable situation 
and we realised that this was the beginning of real 
problems for the IFP, as these members were basically 
coming from a democratic, liberal tradition and were 
now part of a party which was combining traditionalism 
with its experiences of homeland politics, yet projecting 
itself as democratic. It was not long before these 
members experienced early problems on the issue of 
the provincial capital, an issue in which the IFP forced 
Ulundi on its own members. This was the first shock 
treatment for them. 


The IFP style of politics defies logic as to how to 
develop the economy and growth. Members are not 
allowed to hold differing views and those who have 
done so have received very specific treatment. Any 
political party would want to win over other politicians 
and it is not strange that the ANC politics in KwaZulu- 
Natal look more attractive to those people. Some of 
those people are by nature people who would like to see 
democracy and progress taking place in the province and 
in South Africa as a whole. The ANC cannot close itself 
off to such people. While the ANC does have its stated 
position on the crossing of the floor, I do not believe it 
would be out of place for the ANC to re-examine the 
issue. I do not know that if these people were to leave 
the IFP, they would be accommodated and their talents 
to be used properly [sentence as published]. After all, 
the ANC is the home for all South Africans. 
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Little progress seems to have been made with the 
implementation of the RDP [Reconstruction and 
Development Program] in KwaZulu-Natal. What 
have the problems been and what is being done to 
speed up the process. 


I have argued that the lack of speed in delivery is 
not a problem peculiar to KwaZulu-Natal, but rather 
a problem that faces government nationally and in all 
the provinces. This does not remove the fact that in 
KwaZulu-Natal the elements responsible for the lack of 
speed of delivery are greater than in other provinces. 
The infrastructure and new government departments 
have taken a long time to be put together, with three 
Strains Coming together to form one government — 
from the KwaZulu homeland, from the Natal Provincial 
Administration and from the extra-parliamentary sector. 


We have also had to deal with suspicions about what we 
are trying to do. Suspicions have taken a long time to 
go away. In other provinces we could debate an issue 
once; here it had to be debated three times in order 
to convince people that there was no hidden agenda. 
However, it seems that the situation has improved and 
we are finally on top of it. We have managed to convince 
everyone that there are no hidden agendas and that what 
we want is to deliver for all the people of the province. 
Finally structures and committees are in place to assess 
and oversee the implementation of RDP projects and 
we are now in a position to get up speed and ensure 
delivery for the province. 


Ex-Generals Warn of Violence Over ANC ‘Hunting’

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The former commanders who issued the declaration are 
Generals Mike Geldenhuys, Jannie Geldenhuys, Johan

fruitless meetings with President Mandela and Justice 
Minister Dullah Omar, but the government is continuing 
to haul members and former members of the security 
forces before the courts.

We spoke with Deputy President De Klerk, but nothing 
came of it." [passage omitted] 


Gen. Viljoen believes that Mandela is being "pressured" 
by radicals within the ANC. "The part of the ANC 
that bore the brunt of the war and had the courage 
to fight is in favor of reconciliation, as prescribed by 
the constitution. Those who remained behind, inside the 
country, and especially those who lived in luxury in 
left-wing organizations on funds from the international 
community, are now pressing President Mandela to take 


revenge. 


According to the generals, on 18 May 1994 President 
Mandela granted indemnity to the ANC’s possible of- 
fenders. The indemnity is valid until 17 May 1996 and 
indemnifies ANC members from prosecution. Such peo- 
ple can now draw up representations for consideration 
by the Truth Commission, which can eventually grant 
them permanent exemption, because their acts were 
committed with a political goal. 


Members of the security forces, however, are already 
being prosecuted in the courts. If they reveal details 
about the background of their acts, it can be used 
as evidence against them in court — even before the 
Truth Commission begins sitting. In addition, courts 
are not allowed by law to grant exemption for actions 
committed with a political goal. In security circles, it 
is believed that the ANC is deliberately prosecuting 
its former opponents in the courts so that they can be 
sentenced before the Truth Commission begins its work.

"The government has rejected the proposals put forward 
by the mediator," said Emile Doudou Boga, a lawyer 
for the Ivorian Popular Front (FPI) which is one of the 
major parties in the FR.

The collapse came two weeks after at least five people 
died and dozens were injured, according to official 
figures, when protest organised by the FR in the capital 
and other cities degenerated into violence. Fearing 
further unrest after the FR call for daily demonstrations, 
the representatives of the "collective to safeguard peace 
and democracy" had held separate talks with both sides 
earlier this week. 


Informed sources said the mediation plan had envisaged 
delaying the election by a week and allowing FR parties 
to stand. In return, the FR would call off its protests and 
sit-ins and renounce the boycott. "We hope there will be 
no election on October 22," Boga added. "People will 
not come out that day because of the fear of clashes." 


The FPI and sister opposition party, the Republican 
Movement (RDR), are not taking part in the poll in 
which Bedie will be opposed by Francis Wodie of the 
Ivorian Workers’ Party. Bedie banned demonstrations 
on 20 September for the whole electoral period, but the 
FR has still held them and vowed they will carry on 
across the country. 


Laurent Dona Fologo, secretary-general of the ruling 
Ivory Coast Democratic Party (PDCI), has called for 
the "instigators and organiscrs" of rallies to be punished 
under a July 1992 law making them responsible for 
crimes during or as a result of the protests. That law was 
passed after violent demonstrations in February of that 
year which led to FPI secretary-general Laurent Gbagbo 
being jailed for two years. He was released after four 
months. 
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After the violence of October 2, the worst in Ivory Coast 
history since it won from France in 1960, 
Bedie warned FR leaders that they faced the full weight 
of the law if there was a repeat of the disturbances. 


However Boga vowed Sunday that "even if we are im- 
prisoned, demonstrations will continue.” "The situation 
is different to what it was in 1992. Then the president 
was Felix Houphouet-Boigny and the political landscape 
was different," he added. Houphouet-Boigny died in De- 
cember 1993 after 33 years in power. These are the first 
elections to be held since then and the second since a 
multi-party system was established in 1990.

Shehu Musa Yar’Adua and other important political 
personalities serving jail sentences, the minister of 
internal affairs was quoted Sunday [15 October] as 
saying. 


The move will apply to Chief Moshood Abiola, widely 
believed to have won June 12, 1993 presidential elec- 
tions. The imprisoned figures will be subjected to the 
same conditions as other prison inmates, newspaper re- 
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ports here quoted Alhaji Baba Gana Kingibe as saying 
Friday in Kaduna, northern Nigeria. 


Kingibe, whose ministry is in charge of all the nation’s 
prisons, was the running mate of Chief Abiola in the 
1993 presidential election, annulled by the military. 
Abiola, a millionaire politician, was detained on charges 
of treason following his self-declaration as president of 
the nation on the basis of that election. 


Kingibe told journalists that as far as he was concerned 
all offenders, convicted and sent to prison, would be 


treated equally, the reports said. 


Kingibe, a former diplomat and minister of foreign 
affairs, is generally believed to owe his rise and success 
in partisan politics to General Yar’Adua, now serving 
a 25-year jail term over his alleged involvement in last 
March's failed coup plot. He was initially sentenced to 
death by firing squad by the special military tribunal 
that tried him, but his judgment was later commuted to 
25 years’ imprisonment by the ruling junta. 


In another development, security agents Saturday 
evening aborted a seminar organised by a forum set 
up by Obasanjo. The seminar was organised under 
the aegis of the African Leadership Forum (AFL), a 
leadership training project for future African leaders, 
founded in 1988 by Obasanjo. 


Security agents entered the hall where the seminar 
was being held in Ota, 60 kilometres (40 miles) north 
of here, and ordered it stopped immediately, one of 
the organisers of the meeting told AFP Sunday in a 
telephone interview. 

The agents told the organisers that they were stopping 
the meeting, attended by about 45 participants including 
renowned Nigerian journalists and other professionals, 
because it was not "in the national interest of Nigeria.” 
The title of the seminar was "Ethics and professionalism 
in media practice in Nigeria". The three-day meeting, 
which began on Friday, was already winding up its de- 
liberations when the security agents ordered it stopped, 
said the AFL spokesman, a close aide of Obasanjo.

(FBIS Transcribed Text) Nigeria, brushing aside appeals 
for leniency from the West, has passed harsh sentences 
on a group of alleged coup plotters whose guilt is widely 
questioned. 


At a news conference in Abuja, the capital, Walter 
Ofonagoro, the Information Minister, announced that 
those originally sentenced to death would be jailed for 
life or 25 years. The life sentence imposed on General 
Olusegun Obasanjo, a former military head of state, was 
reduced to 15 years. 

His conviction, at a secret military trial earlier this year, 
provoked protests around the world and raised the threat 
of sanctions. In the face of growing pressure, General 
Sani Abacha, the military ruler, commuted sentences on 
the accused — 14 of whom faced execution — but did 
not specify the length of their jail terms. 


Mr Ofonagoro, detailing the sentences on 42 alleged 
plotters, had given a warning earlier that the Govern- 
ment had been generous and would not be cowed by 
threats of economic sanctions or suspension from the 
Commonwealth. 


He said three colonels and Major Akinloye Akinyemi, 
accused of leading the plot, would serve life terms. They 
were initially given death sentences. Major-General 
Shehu Musa Yar’Adua, General Obasanjo’s former 
deputy, is to serve 25 years. Beko Ransome-Kuti, leader 
of the Campaign for Democracy group, was given 15 
years. 

Critics accuse the Abacha regime of inventing the coup 
plot as a means of cracking down on pro-democracy 
Campaigners. Western diplomats, who urged the regime 
to be lenient, were fuming over the length of the 
sentences.

The allegations of involvement in the March coup were 
made by Colonel Bello Fadile at a special military 
tribunal, but were “all lies," Obasanjo added in his letter, 
parts of which were cited by TEMPO. 


"Fadile was badly tortured and induced to get me to be 
framed up. And he confessed to that." 


Obasanjo, 60, who was head of state between 1976 and 
1979, was convicted of "concealment of treason" over 
the coup. 


Some 40 military officers and civilians were accused in 
connection with the coup. The secret trials and several 
reported death sentences sparked worldwide appeals for 
clemency. 


Fadile, who headed the Nigerian Army’s legal depart- 
ment until his arrest, was presented by military prosecu- 
tors as one of the chief instigators of the putsch against 
General Sani Abacha and his regime. 


He was one of those originally sentenced to death but 
later had his sentence commuted to life in prison. 


His fellow plotters also had their terms commuted to 
life — for those who had been sentenced to death — or 
at least 15 years in prison. 


On October 1, Nigerian television showed a video 
allegedly of a trial scene in which Fadile read a 
Statement relating how he visited Obasanjo near Otta 
in northern Nigeria to tell him of the coup preparations. 


Obasanjo could not be heard on film either confirming 
or denying the report and several Nigerian newspapers 
dismissed the film as a "montage." 


Obasanjo Transferred to Maximum Security Prison

mer Nigerian Head of State General Olusegun Obasanjo, 
whose life imprisonment sentence was commuted to 15 
years by the military regime for his alleged involve- 
ment in an abortive coup d’etat, has been transferred 
to the Lagos Kirikiri Maximum Security Prison, the 
Nigerian press reported today. According to indepen- 
dent VANGUARD newspaper, whose offices are near

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commuted to various terms ranging from life sentence 
to six months imprisonment, took place on 14 October. 


The prisoners were brought from various detention 
centers where they had been detained hitherto to the 
Kirikiri prison aboard two police trucks. Gen. Obasanjo, 
known for his stout structure appeared to be terribly 
lean. Dressed in a shirt and shorts, he was sent to the 
prison dispensary immediately upon arrival at Kirikiri, 
the VANGUARD stated. According to this newspaper 
and A.M. NEWS, the bringing together of the convicts 
at the Kirikiri prison should be a temporary measure 
because they will later be dispersed in various prison 
centers of the country. 


In a letter, which he succeeded in sending to his rela- 
tives, extracts of which were published last week by the

weekly TEMPO newspaper, Gen. Obasanjo reiterated 
his innocence and claimed that he was "framed." The 
general claimed that the charges made against him by 
one of the alleged "plotters", Colonel Bello Fadile, de- 
scribed by the authorities as the brain behind plot, were 
snatched from him through "torture." The independent 
daily TELL newspaper, today published detailed reve- 
lations from Gen. Obasanjo. 


A total of 41 civilians and soldiers, including four 
journalists and Dr. Beko Ransome-Kuti, president of 
the Campaign for Democracy, whose sentences were 
commuted are to serve sentences ranging from life 
imprisonment to six months in prison. 
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
